The first seals were sold in 1907 
in the

group of doctors had started a 
smajl

and were finding it impossible to 
maintain same

Delaware 
Red 
Cross desired 
to 
come to 
their relief but had 
no funds 
Miss Emily P 
Bissell 
secretary 
of the Delaware Red Cross had 
read Jacob Riis 
article on the 
childrens 
hospital 
seal 
in Den- 
mark

This seal 
was issued to 
maintain a childrens hospital and 
the Danish government allowed 
the sale of the seals through the 
post offices which raised sufficient 
money to maintain a sanatorium 
The idea came to Miss Bissell that 
the Red Cross was practically a 
government agency

fore the post offices of this coun- 
try

might admit the sale of the

time 
the jtrreat bovver of of the 
Christmas anneal seemed entirely 
suitable in combination with the 
Red Cross 
The Delaware Red 
Cross was sceptical of the success

and as a result of this 
first yearssale over a thousand 
dollars were raised and the first 
installment on the site ofthe first 
tuberculosis 
sanatorium of Dela- 
ware
